Claim Objections

renders the claim indefinite because it is a negative limitation, MPEP 2173.05(i). 

Claims 2-5 depend from claim 1 and are objected to for the same reason. 

Claim 6 objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 6, line 9 recites" and 
an integrated circuit to keep the light emitting" this is an incomplete phase. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Independent claim 1 recites; 
U A display comprising: 

an outer housing at least partly transparent to visible light; 
an inner housing at least partly transparent to visible light inserted 
into said outer housing; 

a light emitting display pod disposed in said inner housing including 
a power supply and a motion activated switch; 

a plunger inserted into said inner housing securely supporting the 
display pod in the inner housing; 

wherein at least one of the pod, the outer housing and the inner 
housing bears display information and wherein the display pod is not in 
electrical contact with the plunger, inner housing or outer housing." 
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The above recited limitations are not found or taught in the art of record. 



Independent claim 6 includes; 

display cup having partially transparent container sidewalls defining an open top 
end for access to interior space of cup; 

inner housing mating with sidewalls including a bottom wall portion 
forming a bottom wall of cup, a hollow display portion protruding 
into interior space of cup; 

a display pod in inner housing including a power source, a light 
emitting element, a motion activated switch to turn on light emitting element, 
integrated circuit to keep light emitting 

a plunger securely supporting the pod in inner housing and 
completely closing inner housing when cup is assembled. 
The above recited limitations are not found or taught in the art of record.
